cept in public buildings and grounds 
which is increased several thousand 
dollars on account of the comple­ 
tion of the new village hall. 
All members were present to the 
answer of roll call, and the minutes 
were approved as read. The police 
committee reported the receipt of 
$23.00 in fines the past month. The 
Public Service Co. asked permis 
pion to replace a six inch water 
main on North State Road, which 
was granted. 
Considerable discussion was had 
on the opening of various streets 
in .Arlington Heights, especially 
Evergreen, north from Hawthorne. 
Mr. Peter Beyer was present in 
the interest of the latter. 
The 
village attorney was instructed to 
prepare the necessary petition for 
that purpose, which will be circu­ 
lated by Mr. Peter Beyer among 
the adjoining property owners.

'I he killing of nine people Sun­ 
day in highway accidents in Cook 
county and injuring a score of oth­ 
ers is expected to speed up safety 
construction work. 
Coroner H er­ 
man N. Bundesen yesterday asked 
the cooperation of the county board, 
the state highway commissiori, the 
Chicago city council and the Illi­ 
nois Commerce commission to speed 
up all measures to reduce deadly 
accidents on the highways. 
County 
Commissioner 
Francis 
Boutell has called a meeting of the 
citizen’s advisory committee, with j is 
the idea of .speeding up the build­ 
ing of grade separations at impor­ 
tant highway intersections. 
Mr. Charles M. Hayes, president 
of the Chicago Motor Club announc­ 
es that he will call a meeting of all 
civic organizations around Chicago 
to discuss that adoption of a high­ 
way safety program. 
The chief cause of railroad cross­ 
ing accidents is unscientific, un­ 
standardized, confusing and out-of- 
date crossing signals according to 
W. J. Sorenson, Chicago city traf­ 
fic engineer, appointed by President 
Hoover as a member of the Nation­ 
al Conference on Street and High­ 
way Safety. 
“Crossing signals 
are in the 
horse-and-buggy days” declared Mr 
Sorenson. “There is no uniformity 
in the devices. 
Motorists are not 
on the look-out for the inadequate, 
old-type warning signal. 
“To adequately guard against the 
increasing number of crossing ac­ 
cidents we should have stop and go 
lights at all crossings. The watch­ 
man, with his puny red lantern, is 
out of date.”
